Deaths  from  all  Causes 

The  deaths  recorded  in  1967  totalled  114,  a  decrease  of  29 
over  the  previous  year  giving  a  corrected  death  rate  of  10.4 
per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  12.9  in  1966  and  an 
England  and  Wales  rate  of  1 1.2  in  1967. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System 
accounted  for  54  deaths  a  decrease  of  8  and  equal  to  47.3% 
of  all  deaths  compared  with  43.3%  for  1966. 
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Cancer  Deaths,  as  already  indicated  totalled  22  represent¬ 
ing  19.3%  of  all  deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System  excluding  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  accounted  for  8  deaths  equal  to  7.0%  of  all  deaths. 

Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  accounted  for  6  deaths,  5  more 
than  in  1966  while  the  total  for  all  other  accidents  was  2  being 
2  less  than  in  1966.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA 


1 .  Laboratory  Services 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  which  have 
continued  for  the  past  number  of  years. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  A.  I.  Inglis,  Consultant  Pathologist, 
and  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies,  Consultant  Bacteriologist,  has  been 
responsible  for  all  the  necessary  services. 


2.  Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  facilities  in  East  Cumberland  which  includes 
the  Penrith  Rural  District  is  a  directly  operated  service  with 
central  bases  in  Carlisle  and  Penrith. 


3.  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority  of  the  area, 
provide  all  the  necessary  facilities  and  District  Nurses/Mid¬ 
wives  also  act  as  Health  Visitors  in  their  own  districts.

Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  totalled  235  compared 
with  88  in  1966. 

Measles 

A  total  of  227  cases  were  notified  compared  with  87  in  1966. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Three  cases  were  notified  compared  with  none  in  1966. 
Over  the  past  20  years  the  incidence  of  this  disease  has  fallen 
markedly. 

Whooping  Cough 

Three  cases  were  notified  compared  with  1  in  1966  and  2  in 
1965.  For  the  11  year  period  1947/1957  an  average  of  46 
cases  was  notified  each  year  whereas  the  average  since  1958 
has  been  under  3.  The  considerable  drop  in  notifications  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  triple  vaccine 
given  to  babies  during  their  first  year  of  life. 

Dysentery 

One  case  of  dysentery  was  notified  in  1966,  and  none  were 
reported  in  1965. 

Diphtheria 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  Rural  area  for 
23  years. 

General  immunisation  of  the  child  population  commenced 
in  1940  and  the  table  shows  very  clearly  how  effective  im¬ 
munisation  has  been.

Poliomyelitis 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  no  case  has  occurred  in  the 
Rural  area  since  1957. 

Total  notifications  for  England  and  Wales  amounted  to  19. 

During  1967,  169  primary  doses  of  vaccine  and  202  booster 
doses  were  given  to  children  under  16  years  of  age.  Vaccination 
was  also  available  to  the  adult  population. 


Smallpox 

No  case  or  known  contact  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  It  is  now  recommended  that  primary  vaccination 
should  be  carried  out  between  the  first  and  second  year  of  life 
as  thereby  the  very  occasional  complications  of  vaccination  are 
diminished.  105  children  received  vaccination  against  the 
disease  during  the  year. 
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Tetanus  Immunisation 

Immunisation  by  Tetanus  Toxoid  was  carried  out  in  Clinics 
and  schools  and  by  General  Practitioners.

The  Static  X-Ray  Unit  at  1  Brunswick  Street,  Carlisle  is 
now  open  five  days  a  week  with  open  sessions,  mornings, 
afternoons,  and  Wednesday  evenings  without  any  prior 
appointment  being  necessary. 
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{b)  B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination,  with  prior  Mantoux  testing  of 
school  children  in  the  age  group  13  years  was  continued  and  in 
addition,  children  aged  12  years  were  also  offered  vaccination; 
this  was  done  with  a  view  to  carrying  out  vaccination  in  future 
years  in  the  younger  age  group. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  and  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act, 
but  as  in  previous  years  visits  were  paid  to  old  people  living 
in  the  area  as  a  result  of  requests  by  General  Practitioners  or 
District  Nurses. 


Water  Supplies 

All  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Eden  Water  Board  and  I  am  glad  to  say  there  has  been 
very  close  liaison  between  the  officials  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Water  Board.

Sii, 

I  submit  the  following  report  on  housing  matters  for  the 
year  1967: 

Six  Old  People’s  Bungalows  were  completed  at  Stainton  and 
have  electric  underfloor  heating,  this  is  the  first  time  the 
Council  have  used  another  form  of  heating  other  than  the 
traditional  solid  fuel  appliances. 

Further  Old  People’s  Bungalows  were  completed  at: 

Armathwaite2 ;  Great  Salkeld  2  and  Plumpton  2. 
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The  housing  scheme  at  Langwathby  for  Ten  Bungalows  and 
Six  General  Purpose  Three-bedroom  Houses  have  been 
approved  and  the  Contract  let  and  the  work  is  under  con¬ 
struction.

district  remains  steady  at  22 

new 

houses  built  in  1967  with  a  further  15  under  construction  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  This  gives  a  total  of  333  houses  completed 
privately  in  the  post  war  period. 
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All  plans  which  are  approved  by  the  Council  are  subject  to 
periodical  inspections  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  this 
includes  new  houses,  renovations  and  repairs,  construction  and 
siting  of  all  septic  tanks,  testing  of  drains  and  to  see  that  the 
work  complies  with  the  1965  Building  Regulations. 

Housing  (Fiiianciai  Provisions)  Act  1958. 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  erection  of  any  houses 
for  agricultural  workers  under  the  above  Act.  The  grant  is  for 
housing  agricultural  workers  whereby  the  applicant  is  entitled 
to  a  grant  of  £10  p. a.  for  40  years. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958. 

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

Under  this  Act  the  Council  can  make  a  Grant  of  50  %  up  to  a 
maximum  of  £400  towards  the  cost  of  improving  dwelling- 
houses.  In  the  current  year  36  applications  were  received.  All 
properties  were  inspected  and  technical  advice  given  on  the 
proposed  improvements. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  a  total  of  447  applications 
involving  improvements  to  dwellings  have  been  dealt  with  by 
the  Council,  32  of  which  were  either  disapproved  or  cancelled 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  341  schemes  have  been  satisfactorily 
completed  providing  387  Grade  1  houses. 

House  Purcbsase  mid  Housing  Act  1959. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year  1959  whereby 
owners  and  owner-occupiers  can  do  certain  works  without  the 
necessity  of  bringing  the  property  up  to  the  standard  required 
under  the  Discretionary  Improvement  Grant.  The  Council 
must,  providing  a  house  is  structurally  sound  and  will  give 
satisfactory  accommodation  for  at  least  15  years  make  the 
grants  amounting  to  50  %  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  with  a 
maximum  as  follows:

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In  September  1964  the  Standard  Improvement  Grant  was 
amended:  the  Council  now  have  power  to  increase  the  maxi¬ 
mum  grant  to  £350  Os.  Od.,  the  items  quoted  above  remain 
the  same  but  additional  grant  can  be  given  for  providing  the 
following: 

{a)  If  the  local  Council  is  satisfied  that  it  would  not  be 
reasonably  practicable  to  provide  a  fixed  bath  or  shower,  in  a 
bathroom  except  by  building  on  to  the  property,  or  converting 
outbuildings  attached  to  it,  an  amount  equal  to  half  the 
reasonable  cost  of  this  improvement  will  be  substituted  for  the 
normal  allowance  of  £25. 

(b)  If  the  local  Council  is  satisfied  it  would  not  be  possible  or 
reasonably  practicable  to  provide  a  W.C.  and  connect  it  to 
main  drainage,  then,  instead  of  the  normal  allowance  of  £40 
for  this  item  of  work,  an  amount  equal  to  half  the  reasonable 
cost  of  installing  the  W.C.  and  providing  septic  tank  drainage, 
will  be  substituted. 

(c)  If  in  order  to  carry  out  the  improvements  a  piped  supply 
of  cold  water  is  brought  to  the  property  for  the  first  time  an 
additional  amount,  equal  to  half  the  reasonable  cost  of  this 
work,  can  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  the  maximum  grant. 

If  all  or  any  of  these  circumstances  apply  the  grant  is  subject 
to  a  maximum  of  £350  instead  of  the  normal  £155. 

Since  this  Act  came  into  operation  the  Council  have  received 
a  total  of  196  applications;  13  of  these  are  for  the  current  year 
and  142  schemes  have  been  satisfactorily  completed. 

A  number  of  people  in  the  Rural  District  have  taken  ad¬ 
vantage  of  both  the  Discretionary  and  Standard  Improvement 
Grants.  All  properties  were  carefully  inspected  and  technical 
advice  given  on  both  planning  and  building  construction  and 
how  far  the  Act  can  be  implemented  in  each  application. 

Numerous  enquiries  have  been  dealt  with,  some  of  which 
have  not  gone  forward  for  the  grant  either  because  the  property 
could  not  be  brought  up  to  standard  at  reasonable  expense  or 
not  up  to  the  standard  to  qualify  for  a  grant.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Tudor  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year  1967. 

Water  Supplies 

The  major  part  of  the  area  is  now  served  by  mains  water 
supply,  the  Eden  Water  Board  being  the  responsible  Authority. 

During  the  year  the  Board  constructed  a  50,000  gallon 
service  reservoir  at  Highgate  to  ensure  that  the  villages  of 
Dacre,  Stainton  and  Newbiggin,  were  adequately  supplied  with 
a  good  pressure  of  water  at  all  times.  Gas  chlorination  equip¬ 
ment  was  installed  at  Kirkland,  Skirwith  and  Gamblesby 
supplies  to  replace  the  old  type  of  equipment  previously  in 
use,  and  the  Mungrisdale  source  which  had  always  been  a 
good  quality  water  was  safe-guarded  by  the  installation  of  a 
chlorinator. 

The  following  table  shows  that  the  majority  of  houses  in  the 
area  are  connected  to  the  public  mains  supply  and  that 
practically  all  other  properties  have  the  benefit  of  private 
piped  supplies.

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Water  Sampling 

Water  sampling  of  public  supplies  is  carried  out  both  by  the 
Water  Board  and  this  Council,  samples  being  regularly  taken 
from  the  various  sources  of  supply. 

During  the  year  70  samples  were  taken  from  the  public 
supplies  and  of  these,  3  proved  unsatisfactory.  Approximately 
95  %  of  consumers  now  have  the  benefit  of  chlorinated  supplies 
of  water  and  there  only  remain  3  small  sources  feeding  isolated 
villages,  where  chlorination  is  not  carried  out  and  where  the 
quality  of  the  supply  is  variable  and  sometimes  unsatisfactory.

Sewerage 

The  provision  of  modern  sewerage  systems  is  one  of  the 
functions  of  the  Council  which  incurrs  high  expense  and  it  is  of 
course  one  of  the  essential  services  of  any  community  and 
cannot  be  neglected. 

The  following  villages  all  have  modern  sewage  disposal 
schemes  which  have  been  completed  in  recent  years:  Skelton, 
High  and  Low  Hesket,  Armathwaite,  Stainton  and  Newbiggin. 
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In  addition  to  these  are  70  other  Council  plants  of  varying 
effeciency  and  size  and  catering  for  villages,  and  small  groups 
of  houses;  the  large  majority  of  the  plants  consist  of  septic 
tanks  which  in  many  cases  give  a  poor  effluent. 

Many  of  the  difflculties  in  this  area  as  respects  the  provision 
of  new  and  adequate  systems  stem  from  the  scattered  nature 
of  the  properties  and  the  small  size  of  many  of  the  villages  and 
hamlets.  The  high  cost  of  providing  long  lengths  of  sewers  for 
these  scattered  houses  is  often  formidable,  but  nevertheless  the 
Council’s  programme  shows  a  steady  progress.  Although  no 
schemes  were  completed  during  the  year,  the  scheme  for  the 
village  of  Skirwith  was  commenced  after  many  years  of  delay, 
and  work  continued  on  the  Lazonby  and  Kirkoswald  scheme 
which  started  in  1966. 

No  further  progress  can  be  reported  on  the  new  system  for 
Threlkeld  where  temporary  treatment  is  being  given  following 
the  disruption  of  the  sewage  works  caused  by  the  new  Threlkeld 
By-pass.  Other  schemes  where  your  Consultant  Engineers  have 
been  instructed  to  design  schemes  include,  Catterlen,  Grey- 
stoke,  Newton  Reigny,  Penruddock  and  Motherby  and 
Langwathby. 

The  problem  of  farm  v/astes  discharging  to  the  public  sewer 
continues  to  be  a  thorny  problem,  but  the  policy  of  the  Council 
to  charge  for  treating  farm  wastes  is  now  well  known  through¬ 
out  the  area  and  many  farmers  have  in  fact  disconnected  from 
the  sewer  and  have  made  their  own  arrangements  for  disposal 
of  this  waste,  in  most  cases  by  returning  back  to  the  land.  This 
in  itself  raises  other  problems  of  objectionable  smells  from  the 
emptying  of  tanks  and  spraying  onto  land,  especially  wastes 
from  piggeries  and  poultry  units. 

The  charges  for  the  reception  of  trade  wastes  are  to  come  into 
operation  in  April,  1968. 

The  Council  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  by  means 
of  a  1,000  gallon  cesspool  emptier,  which  is  primarily  used  on 
Council  owned  tanks  and  private  septic  tanks,  although  it  is 
hired  out  for  commercial  use  as  required.  The  once  a  year  free 
emptying  of  septic  tanks  to  domestic  properties  has  been 
appreciated  by  the  public  using  the  service,  although  1  feel  that 
the  majority  of  householders  who  could  benefit  are  not  aware 
of  this  free  service. 

During  the  year  112  Council  tanks  were  emptied  and  94 
private  tanks  were  emptied. 

Refuse  Collection 

No  alterations  have  come  about  in  the  refuse  collection 
service  during  the  year,  although  the  question  of  a  weekly 
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collection  has  been  considered.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not 
too  far  distant  when  a  weekly  service  can  be  given  to  the 
villages,  hotels  and  schools  where  this  is  most  desirable  on 
health  grounds. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Coombs  Wood,  Armathwaite  was  filled 
and  closed  and  a  further  tip  brought  into  operation  near 
Kirkoswald. 

Tips  are  now  located  at  the  following  points. 

1 .  Kirkoswald. 

2.  Ellonby. 

3.  Lowthian  Gill  -  Hesket. 

4.  Culgaith. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  no  public  conveniences  in  the  area  of  this  Council. 
The  large  car  park  at  Adra  Force,  the  calling  place  for  many 
hundreds  of  people  on  a  summer’s  day,  does  not  yet  have  a 
public  convenience.  The  proposal  to  site  one  here  has  been 
frought  with  difficulties  and  delays  since  its  inception  many 
years  ago,  and  although  plans  have  been  prepared,  progress 
seems  to  have  come  to  a  standstill.  This  is  an  unfortunate  state 
of  affairs  as  every  season  brings  more  and  more  visitors  to  this 
area  and  the  need  is  urgent.

The  survey  of  food  premises  including  licenced  premises  and 
hotels  was  virtually  completed  during  the  year. 

Many  of  the  small  village  pubs  were  found  to  have  very 
primitive  sanitary  conveniences  for  members  of  the  public 
but  generally  speaking  the  Breweries  and  other  owners  have 
been  co-operative  in  making  the  improvements  requested  both 
in  regard  to  toilet  facilities  and  food  hygiene  requirements.  A 
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significant  number  have  been  improved  and  in  respect  of 
many  of  the  other  properties  plans  are  being  prepared.

Poultry  Inspection 

Increasing  emphasis  has  been  put  on  the  inspection  of 
poultry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  terrific  increase  over  the 
last  few  years  in  the  consumption  of  table  poultry  has  neces¬ 
sitated  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the  conditions 
prevailing  where  the  birds  are  slaughtered  and  to  the  fitness 
for  food  of  the  end  product. 

In  your  area  there  are  three  poultry  packing  establishments, 
two  of  which  are  concerned  with  the  slaughtering  and  dressing 
of  poultry.  Approximately  200,000  birds  have  been  processed 
during  the  year,  the  large  majority  being  broilers  and  hens. 

Each  establishment  is  visited  once  every  week,  but  full 
inspection  of  all  birds  would  necessitate  daily  visits  and  to  a 
large  extent  the  co-operation  of  the  Proprietors  must  be  relied 
on  to  ensure  that  unfit  carcases  are  rejected. 

Milk  Supplies 

One  hundred  and  four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the 
year  to  check  on  the  incidence  of  Brucellosis  infection  in  milk, 
the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk,  and  to  determine  any  excess 
amounts  of  Antibiotics  present. 

Two  school  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Un- 
dulant  Fever  and  a  check  on  the  school  milk  supply  which  was 
of  local  origin  and  unpasteurised,  showed  that  Brucella  Abortus 
was  in  fact  present  in  the  milk.  The  supply  was  immediately 
stopped  and  alternative  supplies  were  arranged  by  the  County 
Council. 

Nine  schools  were  being  supplied  with  unpasteurised  milk 
and  these  were  mainly  in  isolated  areas  where  pasteurised 
supplies  were  difficult  to  obtain.  It  has  of  course  been  the 
policy  of  the  County  Council  to  provide  treated  milk  and 
only  a  very  small  percentage  of  school  children  are  not 
receiving  it.  Sampling  of  untreated  school  milk  is  now  carried 
out  each  month  by  this  department  as  a  safeguard  until  all 
schools  are  receiving  treated  supplies. 
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Eight  other  herds  sampled  gave  positive  results  to  the 
“Milk  Ring  Test”,  but  positive  proof  of  Brucellosis  could  not 
be  found. 

Sixty  samples  were  taken  and  checked  for  the  presence  of 
excessive  Antibiotics  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

Twenty  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  of  these  five  failed.  The  results  were  drawn  to  the 
attention  of  the  farmers  concerned  and  follow  up  samples 
then  proved  satisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection 

Licences  for  two  private  slaughterhouses  at  Kirkoswald  and 
Threlkeld  have  continued  in  force  during  the  year.  The  quality 
of  the  meat  produced  at  these  slaughterhouses  is  excellent. 
All  meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit,  is  stamped  by  the  In¬ 
spector.  One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been 
achieved  during  the  year.  A  total  of  1,365  carcases  having  been 
inspected.  This  work  has  involved  330  visits  being  made  to  the 
slaughterhouses  and  a  total  of  1  ton  0  cwt.  43  lbs.  of  meat  was 
found  to  be  unfit  for  consumption.

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Housing  and  Slum  Clearance 

Progress  in  slum  clearance  has  continued  during  1967. 
Although  nothing  spectacular  has  been  achieved,  37  properties, 
have  been  dealt  with  as  compared  with  22  in  1966.  Of  the  37 
one  house  has  been  demolished  and  the  other  36  have  been  the 
subject  of  Closing  Orders  or  formal  Undertakings  not  to 
relet  or  to  make  the  properties  fit.  Six  Closing  Orders  were  in 
fact  lifted  during  the  year  following  modernisation  of  the 
properties. 

The  clearance  areas  in  Kirkoswald  which  contained  16 
houses  were  rescinded  during  the  year  and  the  houses  dealt 
with  individually  by  Closing  Orders.  This  in  effect  allows  the 
houses  to  be  renovated  where  this  is  practicable. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  a  total  of  126  houses  dealt 
with  under  the  Housing  Act,  which  were  still  standing  being 
the  subjects  of  Closing  Orders,  Demolition  Orders  or  Under¬ 
takings.  Several  of  these  are  still  occupied,  some  are  used  as 
farm  buildings  and  many  are  derelict. 
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Thi  re  is  still  much  work  to  be  done  in  the  field  of  slum 
cleart  nee.  The  scheme  for  providing  Improvement  Grants  has 
helped  considerably  in  saving  miany  of  the  older  properties,  a 
total  of  368  houses  having  received  grants  since  the  inception 
of  the  scheme. 

ny  of  the  houses  reclaimed  from  slum  property  have 
provided  weekend  cottages  for  people  outside  the  area  and  the 
dema  id  for  such  properties  is  ever  increasing.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  Council  do  not  employ  a  rodent  operator  and  due  to 
pressure  of  other  work  very  few  of  the  routine  inspections 
envisaged  by  the  above  Act  can  be  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  there 
are  almost  1,000  agricultural  properties  in  the  area  and  the 
inspection  of  these  at  regular  intervals  with  the  staff  available 
cannot  be  done. 

Every  effort,  however,  is  made  to  ensure  that  refuse  tips  and 
sewage  disposal  works  are  kept  clear  of  rats  and  this  means 
constant  treatment  throughout  the  year.  Treatment  of  domestic 
properties  has  been  carried  out  on  request  without  charge,  but 
occupiers  of  other  properties  have  been  asked  to  carry  out 
treatment  themselves,  advice  being  given  as  necessary.

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

Nineteen  caravan  sites  are  licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  The  largest  of  these  is 
licenced  for  113  caravans  and.  the  total  number  of  caravans  in 
all  licences  is  390.  In  addition  there  are  three  chalets  in  use 
during  the  summer  months  and  licences  are  in  force  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  allowing  55  tents  on  two  of  the  caravan 
sites.  During  the  year  no  licences  for  additional  caravans  have 
been  granted. 

Generally  the  conditions  on  all  sites  have  been  satisfactory 
and  a  high  standard  of  amenities  is  provided  on  all  sites  in  the 
area.  All  sites  are  now  equipped  with  an  adequate  number  of 
W.C.’s,  showers,  basins,  laundry  facilities  and  hot  water 
supplies.  Modern  sewage  disposal  facilities  have  also  been 
provided  on  the  larger  sites  thus  removing  many  causes  for 
complaints. 
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Swimusiiig  Pools 

There  are  three  pools  in  the  area  which  are  open  to  the 
public,  and  these  are  situated  at  Hunsonby,  Culgaith  and 
Lazonby.  Only  the  Lazonby  pool  has  the  water  automatically 
hltered  and  chlorinated,  but  samples  are  periodically  taken 
from  all  of  them  and  advice  given  on  the  maintenance  of  a 
reasonable  standard  of  purity  of  water  in  the  pools.
